In an effort to save time, many home- 
makers are inclined to skip lunch... 
‘specially when busy... and in a well run 
home that seems to be always! In reality 
this is a poor practice for the busy home- 
maker needs lunch just as much as her 
school-going youngsters...or a_ hard- 
working husband. 

Besides impairing health, the lack of 
proper nutrition cuts work efficiency. It 
takes no longer to get things done and 
there are apt to be more mistakes made. 
Hence we could say that skipping lunch 
wastes time instead of saving it. 

Many times we find that a desire to 
lose weight is the reason for skipping 
lunch. But... here again the practice often 
defeats the purpose. The homemaker, 
or the business girl, who weighs too much 
is accustomed to food and plenty of it. 
Without... the hunger pangs take over, 
then we find that “snacks” often replace 
lunch and frequently these little “snacks” 
add up to more calories than would a 
well planned lunch. 

While cutting down on calories many 
homemakers and “dieters” decrease vari- 
ous nutrients which are essential for ev- 
erybody whether of normal weight, over 
weight, or too thin. Calcium is one of 
these. For calcium...milk and other 
dairy products are the best food source. 
Research has also proved the necessity of 
high quality protein... for this nutrient, 
dairy products are also well known. Milk 
should be considered a “must” in a 
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homemaker’s lunch and cream soups sug 
gest a very satislying way to incorporate 
milk into this noon-day meal. What's 
more, they're easy to make and can be 
consumed quickly. 

The cream soup is also a good choice 
for many who need to cut down on calor 
ies because of over weight. The soup, 
compared with many typical luncheons, 
is relatively low in its calorie count. 

If you buy condensed soups use milk 
instead of water for the required liquid. 
If you prefer to make the soup yoursell 
why not prepare enough for the first 
course of the family dinner? 

\ Cream Sauce is the foundation olf 
all cream soups. 


Cream Sauce 
T. butter 
T. minced onion 
T. flour 
6 cups salt 
R feasp. pepper 
3 cups milk 

Melt the butter in a saucepan or in 
the top of a double boiler. Add onion 
and simmer until soft but not brown for 
about three minutes. Combine the flour, 
salt and pepper and add to the butter 
and onion combination until well blend 
ed. Gradually add milk, stirring con 
stantly. Cook over low heat until thick 
ened, still stirring constantly.

Cook two cups finely shredded green 
cabbage in 2/3 cup boiling salted water. 
Cook until tender. Add to soup base and 
heat through. Garnish with cheese. 


Cream of Celery Soup: Add Y% tea- 
spoon celery salt to the flour and season- 
ings when making the cream soup base. 
Blend with the butter and onion. Add 1% 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. Cook two 
cups finely chopped celery in | cup boil- 
ing water until very tender. Add to the 
soup base and heat. 


Cream of Carrot Soup: Add a pinch of 
nutmeg to cream soup base. Cook two 
cups shredded carrots in 2/3 cups boil- 
ing water in tightly covered saucepan un 
til very tender. Add to soup base and 
garnish with parsley. 


Cream of Pea Soup: Add Y% teaspoon 
celery salt and 14 teaspoon dry mustard 
to flour and the seasonings when making 
the cream soup base. You may use 2 
cups fresh peas, | package frozen peas, 
or a No. 2 can of peas. Cook fresh peas 
in 1 cup boiling salted water until ten- 
er, OR cook frozen peas as directed on 
package, OR heat canned peas in their 
own liquid. Drain peas and press through 
a sieve. Add to soup base and heat 
through. Garnish with croutons. 


Cream of Tomato Soup: When mak 
ing the cream base increase the butter to 
3 T. and the flour to 4 T. Add 1 T. 
chopped onion, 14 teaspoon celery salt 
and one clove to 3’, cups stewed toma- 
toes and boil gently in an uncovered 
saucepan for 15 minutes or until re- 
duced to 214 cups. Press through a sieve.

Interior decoration is as much a per- look flimsy. The same overstuffed sofa 
sonal feature of home planning as is the’ in a small room makes the room seem 


way one would dress. Comfort, conven- 
ience, and personal taste must be satis 
fied. For just this reason no book can 
tell you exactly how to arrange your 
furniture nor determine the color 
for your living room rug. 

However, there are certain principles 
which if followed will reduce guesswork 
and time lost in trial-and-error. These 
principles do not assure success, but sug 
gest an approach to it—which is as fat 
as a guide to interior decorating should 


best 


go. 
While it is unlikely that “good taste” 
will ever be defined, its range is not 
nearly as narrow as is generally believed. 
Contributing elements are scale, form, 
color and arrangement. When successful, 
each in itself and then in combination, 
in all probability that intangible right- 
ness has been achieved. Then what are 
these elements? 

Scale concerns the size of furnishings 
in relation to each other, the room, and 
to the human figure. For example, a 
spindly table besides a heavy sofa will 
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even smaller. So should lamps be related 
in size to the table or chair with which 
they are used. Pictures belong to both 
the wall on which they hang and to the 
furniture beneath them. Try grouping 
several small pictures—or perhaps in 
crease the size of the mats. 

Too many rugs in a single room will 
make them disorganized, where one sin 
gle carpet might unify the total effect. If 
the size of a window opening appears 
out of character, its proportions can be 
corrected by the length or quantity of 
curtain material used. In short, furn 
ishings must be related in size to each 


other as well as to the room in which 
they appear. 

The next so-called “good taste” com 
ponent is form. Form influences mood.

good in itself. Generally speaking, the 
more simple the form of a furniture 
piece, a lampshade or picture frame, 
moulding, etc., the more successful. Sim 
plicity not only makes for easier house 
keeping, but permits a much greater va 
riety in arrangement. Here again con 
sistency is desirable. 

Color is the least expensive element of 
interior decoration. Just by the right use 
of color a small room can be made to 
appear larger, a low ceiling higher, a dark 
wall lighter, and the atmosphere any 
thing one would wish. It can unify a 
room, it can hide ugly shapes, and it can 
be used to accent all its best features. 

Successful use of color results when a 
balance of different intensities and values 
of a pigment is achieved—a balance be 
tween colors as such, then as they com 
pare as light and dark in shade. A room 
in which all colors are light would seem 
to require a transfusion—to save it from 
anemia. On the other hand, pure color 
can be tiresome and harsh when used 
without relief. 

Usually large areas such as floors, ceil- 
ings, and walls are better when soft and 
eraved—less likely to become monoton 
ous in themselves. Thus they are also 
better backgrounds for furnishings where 
pure color can be accented. One spot of 
bright yellow, for example, will balance 
an entire wall of gray. 

There’s no “right” choice of 
just limit yourself to three or four main 
colors and vary them in value and in 
tensity. Repetition will pull a room to 
gether. Collect samples of paint, uphols 
tery and carpeting, and compare one to 
the other. Remember that it is much 
casier to harmonize the color of walls 
and curtains to a rug than it is to proceed 
in the other direction—and the more 
plain these samples, the easier the prob 
lem. To increase the space effect, cw 
tains should not be much lighter or dark- 
er than the walls on which they appear- 
though not necessarily the identical 
shade. If curtains are figured, repeat the 
wall color in the design. Walls may vary 
between light and dark—a gloomy side of 
the room could be painted a_ lighter 
shade of the same pigment. The color 
creates the mood. Warm hues make for 
cheerfulness, particularly in rooms which 
lack the sun. But no matter what, take 
a chance with color.

Convenience and 
space available determines furniture lo 
cation. But as in respect to color, do not 
avoid the unusual. Try new combina 
tions and live with each until persuaded 
a better arrangement is 
then try something else again betore re 
turning to the original. 

While rules are helpful they 
not be limiting. There’s a rule 
says blue and green should never be used 
together, yet exceptions have been suc 
cessfully taken. Another rule 
to mix period pieces. If we are to ben 
efit by the advantages of modern furni 
ture this circumstance cannot be 
ed—nor should it be. The modern can 
be used with even the baroque. Avoid 
cheap space-fillers always; buy one good 
piece instead. But a list of things not to 
do would be endless. Most important, try 
your own ideas.

Recently such a horn has been the 
blueprint for rebuilding the famous 
Frontier Fort No. Four in Charlestown, 
New Hampshire. One of the dilemmas of 
our Yankee frontiersmen was the Con 
necticut’ River, that offered the hostile 
Indians and French a crossing from New 
York and Canada. 

That historical fort was the redoubt 
of Captain Phineas Stevens and 30 othe 
stout-hearted Yankees, who in = April 
1747 horde of French and 
savage Indians, numbering some 700, for 
three long days. The name, Frontier 
Fort No. Four, came from the fact that 
Captain Stevens’ stronghold was built on 
the fourth block of frontier surveyed by 
the Crown tor Colonial settlement.

realm of landlubber. They claim that 
only a seafaring man could carve on 
bone, but how about the foot soldiery 
of the French-Indian War period, 1755 
1763? What about the foot soldiers of 
World War II in the far reaches of the 
Pacific, who carved bone, shell and what 
not, before and alter an attack? 

Even before those trying times with 
the Indians, Yankee ingenuity devised 
this pasttime as a means of picking up 
an extra coin of dubious value, or as an 
article of barter and trade with less gift 
ed neighbors. Many were so adept at 
carving powder horns that they could 
not keep up with the demand, and others 
found it an excellent article to barte1 
for many a magnum of rum. 

Take Daniel Mowry of Rhode Island, 
a stalwart who fought up on the Plains 
of Abraham. Daniel carved a powder 
horn with an eyeful of distaff motif—it 
was the envy of all his comrades, who 
ogled every time he went to the powder 
wagon to refill it. Finally he traded it 
lor a barrel of rum. 

To illustrate the historical significance 
of these early map horns, and their im 
portance to cartographers, the earliest 
known map and view of Providence, R. 
I, are contained on a horn carved by one 
Stephen Avery, who was one of the hun 
dreds of Yankees that trekked north with 
10 companies of Rhode Islanders to join 
Lord Amherst at Albany. 

This map shows the still existent 
streets called Weybosset, and High, as 
well as the old State House with the 
cupola in the center instead of at the 
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front—where later alterations placed it. 
There appears the first Baptist Meeting 
House, King’s Church, and the “College 
Edifice’. It also shows the Poor House 
or Work House on the piece of land jut 
ting into the river, as well as the only 
known picture of the Market House. 
Still another from Little Rhody who 
carved was Jacob Blaisdell. That he and 
many New Englanders who bore arms 
were illiterate there is litthe doubt, but 
they made up for it with courage and a 
will to build a home and country. His 
horn, still in existence, bears the date 
1769, and indicates he did his own cary 
ing. Besides depicting parts of New 
York State that he traversed, he showed 


a map of Crown Point, and then in 
scribed the horn: “Jacob  Blaisdell—his 
horn—I mad eat,” meaning we assume 


that he made or carved the horn. 

Henry Amos, reputed to be an In 
dian, went north with Colonel Chris 
topher Harris’ regiment from Rhode Is 
land in 1760. His horn was inscribed: 
“Henry Amos and His Horn, September 
6 Day 1760." With that he had indicate 
fortifications, probably at Montreal or on 
Champlain, tents, animals, trees, and a 
river showing the shipping.

It's too stormy to fish

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Stepping outside of New England to 
look at another famous map horn, the 
so-called Philadelphia Horn is undoubt 
edly one of the oldest extant. It is dated 
1750, and a fine specimen by an un 
known artist, fine in every detail. Cut 
on one side is his interpretation of Phil 
adelphia, with its town buildings, one of 
which was presumably destined to be 
Independence Hall. Above that is the 
British Coat of Arms. 

So an old map carved powder horn 
has made it possible to erect a memorial 
in exact replica of a fort that meant 
hardship and blood in what is now New 
Hampshire. Chartered by the State, the 
Old Fort No. Four Associates are acquir- 
ing land of the original location, guided 
by the handicraft of one who might have 
been one of Roger's Rangers. 

Today there are only a few collections 
of this early art of scrimshaw in the 
country. From time to time they reap 
pear at backroad auctions, perhaps ina 
box of otherwise worthless stuff, but 
when there is one that comes under the 
thump of the auctioneer’s and

\s the clutter took on the outline of a 
dump, | moved in with pick, shovel and 
trowel, reserving this particular section 
as my personal archaeological area.

the builders liked to be on the very verge 
of what travel there was—it made them 
feel neighborly with the leisurely passing 
world and the worst they suffered from 
this closeness was now and then a cloud 
of dust and the rumble of a loaded van 
or wagon. 

But now they are on Boxcar Boule 
vard, right on it, and the very founda 
tions shake from the vibrations of those 
thundering wheels bearing tons of freight. 
Plaster cracks from ceilings and _ walls, 
seams open in the thick, mortared walls

The trucks are not so numerous at 
some times of day.

But almost on the stroke of midnight, 
or soon after, along come the waves of 
long-distance trucks with their thousands 
of tons of freight, in huge, high, wide 
swaving bodies that are, some of them, 
at least two thirds as big as an ordinary 
railroad boxcar. Why, your grandfather 
would have been out with his musket 
had the steam railroad people suddenly 
decided to put their freight trains on 
tires and haul them along the highway!

eMeet the FHarringtons

The Harringtons have made an out- 
standing mail order success of their meat 
business in the town of Richmond, Ver 
mont. Their delicious sugar-cured cob 
smoked hams, bacon, sausage and smoked 
loins go to a nation-wide list of custom 
CTs, 

Just outside the village on U. S. Route 
2 that wanders through the valleys and 
around the shoulders of  green-laced 
mountains is a neat green-shuttered Cape 
Cod type building set far back from the 
road. 

There's a story behind that superb set 
ting and the expanding business. A meat, 
grocery and provision business was for 
sale in Montpelier. Since 1890 this store 
had been famous for its home-cured hams, 
bacon and Luke bought the 
store and went on with a general line of 
provisions. It only a matter olf 
months until he found his chief interest 
was the cured meat angle. He determined 
to find the right location and specialize. 
So he and Mary, his wife, started out to 
explore. They rode thousands of miles 
in New Hampshire, Vermont and New 
York. 

\n important part of the Harrington 
trade is the drive-in business. “We knew,” 
Luke said, “that thousands of people 
were forming the habit of driving into 
the country for good food. We wanted 
a place with ample area; we wanted a 
with a beautiful view.

driving along here and saw this spot... 
A farmer was out in the meadow and I 
walked over and asked if he would con- 
sider selling a piece of land.

It 
serves as a salesroom, gift shop, dining 
room and kitchen. In the basement is 
the meat processing room.

Luke 
built this smokehouse to fit his own 
ideas. He had a drain put in the center 
of the sloping sided floor; therefore it’s 
easy to hose out the place.

that runs from Portsmouth to Portland, 
and which streaks across the piney woods 
for over 40 miles with one-way lanes.
